President's Re-Election 
Not A Sure Thing! 
By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON - Certain current 
events 
recall 
an 
incident 
that 
occurred in the National Press 
Club on November I, 1348, when 
this reporter was carefully writing 
out his forecast on the forthcom­ 
ing Presidential election to be sub­ 
mitted in the annual club pool. 
He was, it is needless to say, 
predicting the election of Governor 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York 
because, after all, everybody from 
Dr. Gallup on down knew that was 
a sure thing. All that remained 
was the casting and counting of 
the votes. A friend with whom this 
reporter was talking, an experienc­ 
ed political reporter of many cam­ 
paigns, suggested elfishly: 
“ Why don’t you 
guess Harry 
Truman will win? Then if he does, 
why you’ll be famous as the one 
fellow who picked him.” 
But that was dismissed imper­ 
iously. One couldn’t take this mat­ 
ter lightly as a joke and a gamble. 
This was serious business. To re­ 
gard it otherwise was an insult to 
the noble profession of political 
experting. One must express one’s 
best judgment. 
It would have been fun, though, 
to have been right that year. 
Which is by way of submitting - 
sufficiently far in advance - a 
minority report on the 1956 Presi­ 
dential election to the effect that 
it is by no means sure that Presi 
dent 
Eisenhower would 
be 
re­ 
elected if he decides to run again. 
There are those - and some with 
records for political astuteness — 
who hold this view. 
One hesitates to utter such an 
unorthodox thought in the hearing 
of Republican friends, 
so 
one 
doesn’t - just puts it down on 
paper like this at a safe distance. 
Republicans are sure that the Pres­ 
ident would win again. Their only 
worry is that he may not run. 
We have just had additional evi 
donee of how frantic they are that 
he may not run in the beautiful 
show of righteous fury into which 
they got themselves 
worked 
up 
when National Democratic Chair­ 
man Paul Butler suggested that the 
President might not run again on 
account 
of 
Mrs. 
Eisenhower’s 
health. The First Lady happened 
to have a case of influenza at the 
time of Chairman Butler’s indis­ 
cretion, so it was, in effect, strik­ 
ing a lady when she was down. 
Such a show of chivalry we hat 
from Republicans over Mrs. Eisen­ 
hower as you never saw lit was 
reminiscent of a bevy of indignant 
Southern Colonels of ante-bellum 
days - or, at least, of the stories 
about them. There was Col. Joe 
Martin, Sir, of South Massachu­ 
setts, and Col. George Aiken of 
South Vermont, and Col. Everett 
Dirksen of South Illinois, their 
goatees aquiver with emotion as 
they 
chastised 
that 
damyankee 
butler of Indiana. 
This was all a bit out of charac­ 
ter somehow, and a bit out of 
character it was, 
too, 
because 
some of those who were so unctious 
in leaping to the defense of poor 
Mrs. 
Eisenhower once used to 
speak most ungraciously and scorn­ 
fully of another First Lady, both 
publicly and privately. Incident­ 
ally, one imagines that Mrs. Elea 
nor Roosevelt must be amused at 
all of this. 
The way the Republican gentle­ 
men pounced on Chairman But­ 
ler’s remark and whipped it arounc 
showed how tragic 
a fate they 
would consider it for the Republi 
can party if the President didn’t 
run again. Mr. Butler’s indiscretion 
likewise illustrates the worry a 
mong Democrats that the President 
will run again. 
But to the minority report - 
The belief that President Eisen­ 
hower could win re-election is bas­ 
ed chiefly on the assumption that 
he would continue to remain apart 
from and above his party, a pop­ 
ular, non-partisan figure, and that 
people would vote for him inde- 
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pendently of his party. The Repub­ 
lican party is a minority party 
once again, and nobody knows that 
better than Republicans. It was 
proved for all to see in Novem­ 
ber’s Congressional election which, 
when analyzed, shows the party in 
Really bad shape as a party. 
To the extent that the President 
becomes merged with his party 
and is held responsible for what 
it does, to that extent he will be 
weakened with the people. That 
may not happen before the 1956 
election to a degree that would 
endanger 
the 
President’s re­ 
election should he run again. But 
there are those in touch with public 
sentiment who believe it is begin­ 
ning to happen already. 
Never in modern times has a 
President of one party and a Con­ 
gress of the other been chosen in 
a Presidential election year. The 
White House and Congress always 
go together. A Democratic Con­ 
gress seems about as sure as any­ 
thing in 1956. The people might 
conceivably 
elect 
a 
Republican 
President if the candidate again 
were General Eisenhower, and a 
Democratic Congress. The odds 
would seem much against it. 
This minority report is submitted, 
and filed - but no bets are being 
taken. 
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More Bunnies 
Last fall was a good one for 
those who enjoy rabbit stewed, 
roasted, fried, or in 
any 
tasty 
form. The little cottontails were 
plentiful. Perhaps they will be in 
good supply again next fall, a fact 
which may be helped by the record 
number which this winter were 
trapped and removed from cities, 
parks, and areas where they were 
a nuisance. 
The annual transfer process ac­ 
counted for 60,129 rabbits this year, 
which is a new record for this 
project. The highest previous total 
was the 59,000 of 1954. In 1952 it 
was 58,000, and in 1953 the total 
read 53,000.

A Not Proud Record 
There was a record established 
last fall of which the nimrods need 
not be so proud. A total of 510 
were injured in non-fatal accidents. 
This is the highest in the last ten 
years, 1953 coming the closest with 
509. The lowest was 1944 when only 
209 were wounded. But the war 
year may have accounted for the 
low total. 
However, 1954 saw 21 killed dur­ 
ing the Pennsylvania hunting sea­ 
son. This is next to the lowest for 
the ten year period. In 1950 the 
total was 16. We suspect that the 
doe seasons have some effect on 
these totals. 
The most prevalent cause for 
these casualties was failure to see 
the victim in the line of fire. The 
total shot for this reason was 22. 
Shotguns accounted for most of 
them, 458. The vast majority occur­ 
red while hunting upland small 
game, 447. Self-inflicted caused 82. 
The other 449 were shot by others.

Titus, Warren county game pro­ 
tector, learning that a duck he had 
tagged and liberated on Chapman 
Dan in July, 1951, had been shot 
and killed on January 4 of this 
year on Pin Oak Flat, near Corn­ 
ing, Arkansas. He managed four 
years of wide migration without 
picking up any lead. 


Spring Planting 
(A release received from A. H. 
Vogler, district forester, has the 
following to say.) 
With Saint Patrick’s Day here 
we are reminded that if we frighten 
a leprechaun he will reveal where 
a pot of gold is hidden, providing, 
that is, if we are on time and in 
the right place. 
A more sure way of getting our 
pot of gold is to plant to trees the 
lundreds of acres of ground which 
are not productive 
in 
anyway. 
These planted trees serve us then 
in many ways: by making habitate 
for our wild life, 
recreational 
areas, and in time by supplying 
us with food and various wood 
products. The standing trees retard 
run-off, helping to prevent floods 
and the washing away of the soil. 
In this 
way, 
too, 
our 
fishing 
streams are kept clear and clean. 
Not the least but most important, 
trees build up our soils so that by 
seepage our wells and underground 
water storage reservoirs can con­ 
tinuously supply our home and in 
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dustrial water needs. 
If we want the land we live on 
to keep in place, we must keep it 
covered with vegetation and also 
farm it in the proper manner. One 
way is by tree-planting the acre­ 
age which is not useful for agricul­ 
tural crops or pastures. 
Chasing rainbows is fun, but a 
thrifty stand of trees is security. 


It’s not too late to start that pot 
of gold growing. Fourteen species 
of trees are available from State 
nurseries for planting this spring. 
Applications for trees and shrubs 
can be obtained by writing to the 
District Forester, Warren, Pennsyl­ 
vania. State nursery stock can not 
be used for Christmas tree grow­ 
ing or ornamental plantings.

In Warren county 
where the one party system has 
become so firmly 
entrenched 
through the efficiency of a strong 
Republican machine, it is a healthy 
sign when sufficient courage is 
found to provide opposition in the 
bids for all offices. 
More officials are to be elected 
to county and local offices 
this 
year than ever has been the case 
in our experience. And for every 
major office, with the possible ex­ 
ception of the judgeship, there is 
competition in the primaries. 
In the midst of this we find some 
young dukes in the GOP ranks.

They are not content with the'con- 
stant domination of young blood by 
the senior members and believe 
the party needs a shot of youthful 
adrenalin. 
The recent loss 
in 
the 
state 
election eliminates the power of 
state patronage, and many who 
recently stayed well in line because 
of the spoils sytsem now are kick­ 
ing their heels a bit. Opposition 
candidates, especially those with a 
buck or two to spend, may find 
ready workers 
at 
the 
precinct 
level. 
Just who are the organization 
candidates is not publicly clear, 
but if it has a slate it may have 
to spend a large dollar or two in 
the days to come. Not only are 
there candidates and supporters 
who are willing to get out and 
lustle votes, but there are some 
who apparently are willing to kick 
a few pennies into the kitty. If 
these independents were to form a 
slate of their own, their money 
would go farther and the result­ 
ant victors might come up with 
more than a few offices. 
They 
might also control the party.

Democrats Hustling 
On the Democrat 
side 
of the 
election we find them working hard 
at the job of providing a candidate 
for each office. They even have 
competition in some cases, which 
also is an encouraging situation. 
At least the vacuum of the past 
has been replaced with sufficient 
interest to get a few names on the 
line. 
The Democrats also have the 
power of state patronage to help 
them this year. Many who had lost 
lope and saw no reason to stand 
up and be identified now are com­ 
ing out in the open to let the 
world know they are members of 
the winning party. This also should 
help registrations for the Demo­ 
crats. If good leadership can be 
developed, many independents, who 
have been registered Republican to 
make their vote worthwhile, may 
switch as a means of m oral sup­ 
port. 
One step the Democrats are tak­ 
ing in the state to remove some 
of the politics from public office 
is to make it impossible for county 
chairmen to hold office. 
This 
sounds like the kind of step that 
may help them to stay where they 
are for more than four years. The 
last time they went to the other 
extreme and soon were out. 


If the Democrats abide by their 
announced policy it will mean that 
Mike Papavero must either give up 
his chairmanship if he is to be 
rewarded with a good plum, or he 
must not accept any patronage. A 
tough decision for Mike, perhaps, 
but a good sign for things to come 
if the party follows through in re­ 
lated ways 
Perhaps 
the 
Democrats 
have 
good ammunition here, if they can 
carry it through. If a party has any 
faith in itself it should be able to 
finance its own costs without ask­ 
ing the public to do so. It might 
be contended, successfully, that a 
party should pay its own officers. 
Or they should serve because of 
their sincere belief in the party’s 
policies and what it can do for 
better government. 
Too Much Need and Rewards 
One very obvious weakness of 
our party system will be evident 
in the current prim ary election. It 
isn’t a weakness of the system as 
much as it is a mis-use of it. This is 
the tendency to choose a candidate 
for office on the basis of his need 
or his service to a political party. 
Neither seems a very good qualifi­ 
cation for serving the public. 
You will hear it said that such 
and such should have an office 
because he needs a job, or needs 
money. This is about as sad a 
reason for electing a man as we 
can dream up. If the gentleman 
is fully qualified for other reasons, 
fine. Use them as the reasons for 
choosing him. Otherwise let him 
go out and get a job for which he 
really is qualified. 
We also hear it argued that a 
man should be elected to a public 
office because of the work he has 
done for a political organization. 
This also is inconsistent. In most 
cases you will find that the can­ 
didate who has worked so hard for 
the party has been well repaid....... 
well paid during the many cam ­ 
paigns he has helped wage and 
often with continual jobs, which 
the public has financed. 
Again, if this man is qualified 
for some other reason, let us say 


so. But if his chief asset is his 
obedience to party dictates and 
robot 
performances 
at 
election 
time, the public should look closely 
at his opponent. 
It is not the duty of the public 
to financially reward party work­ 
ers. But it is the duty of the party 
to provide capable candidates. And 


again it is the duty of the voters 
to examine these capabilities and 
to choose accordingly. 
All very fine, says you, but it 
doesn’t work that way. Well, if it 
doesn’t work that way it is no 
one’s fault but your own, Mr. Am­ 
erican citizen, with your right to 
choose and your right to vote. The 
day the public starts demanding 


more from a vote-seeking candi­ 
date than an election card, and 
promises to vote only for those 
who have well thought-out answers 
to current issues, that day we will 
have democracy. 
That day we will have politics 
played to please an enlightened 
public 
not to reward 
party 
workers.

She’s too busy with the mother. 
The scenes between mother and 
daughter, especially one in which 
Kate finally becomes aware that 
her mother is malingering, includ­ 
ed some of the finest bits of acting 
I’ve ever seen on television. Any 
time you can steal a scene from 
Miss Darvas, a great little scene- 
stealer in her own right, you’re 
going great guns, and that’s just 
what Miss Heckart did. She can 
do things with her eyes, this'girl - 
not another muscle in her stirring - 
that will tear your heart out.

Judge Flick Writes Law 
To Save Prison Costs 


Judge Alexander C. Flick told 
reporters today that he has pre­ 
pared a law that will be presented 
to the Pennsylvania legislature by 
Assemblyman Allen M. Gibson, 
which will enable such prisoners* 
as Norman W. Moon to be trans­ 
ferred to a state prison. This would 
save taxpayers much money and 
would be fairer to the prisoner who 
must be confined in a small jail 
where facilities are lacking for long 
term imprisonment. 
Under the present law such a 
transfer cannot be made unless the 
prisoner has been sentenced. Moon, 
found guilty last May 25 for the 
slaying of Judge Allison D. Wade, 
January 13, 1954, has not been 
sentenced because of motions for 
new trial which first must be 
argued and an opinion handed, 
down dismissing the motion and 
setting a date for sentence. 
Much time has been consumed 
typing a transcript of examination 
of 186 prospective jurors. This also 
was delayed because an effort was 
made to confine this transcription 
to limited portions of the examina­ 
tion, involving only six jurors. The 
attorneys 
later 
changed 
their 
minds and the entire examination 
was typed. This was completed and 
mailed to the Moon lawyers Feb­ 
ruary 24, 1955. 
Another delay occurred when the 
defense questioned Moon’s sanity 
and Judge Flick appointed a sanity 
commission. The commission found 
that Moon had a mental illness but 
understood that killing Judge Wade 
was wrong and a crime, and un­ 
derstood that he had been convict­ 
ed of first degree murder by a 
jury which fixed the death penalty. 
Judge Flick then handed down an 
opinion that Moon was legally sane 
and directed his attorneys to con­ 
tinue their motion for a new trial. 
The attorneys filed exceptions to 
this opinion which were argued 
February 9, 1955, 
before 
Judge 
Flick, who dismissed them. They 
now have appealed to the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania which has 
set a hearing for April 18, 1955. If 
the higher court reverses Judge 
Flick, Moon probably would be 
committed to an Institution and his 
case would be stayed until he had 
recovered. 
The motion for a new trial now 
is suspended until the court decides’ 
the mental issue. Sentence also is 
postponed. 
The law proposed by Judge Flick 
would apply to seventh and eighth 
class counties and would enable a 
transfer to be made if a prisoner 
had been found guilty of first de­ 
gree murder by a jury. It would be 
made on an order of the Depart­ 
ment of Justice with the approval 
of the local court. 
Though the county would pay the 
costs, they would be greatly re­ 
duced. State prisons are equipped 
with trained personnel, which must 
be employed extra by small county 
jails, and even then is lacking in 
facilities and 
often in training. 
Assemblyman Gibson is expected 
to find bi-partisan supoort of the 
Act.

Those who represent the Warren 
County unit, The American Cancer 
Society, have one fear - patients 
who could be served through their 
facilities may not understand the 
help that is available. Often be­ 
cause they misinterpret the con­ 
certed effort as 
charity, 
they 
hesitate 
to 
make 
their needs 
known. The local executive secre­ 
tary, Miss Mina Rieder, states the 
Society’s position in this manner — 
“those who have need of the ser­ 
vices we supply should not delay 
in making their needs known. We 
are organized for the purpose of 
serving cancer patients’’. 
Annually, a campaign for funds 
is promoted throughout the county. 
Dozens of individuals, through in­ 
terested organizations, contribute 
time in making dressings, 
pads, 
and other needed supplies. Memor­ 
ial gifts are accepted in lieu of 
bowers for the deceased. The dol­ 
ors that are accumulated by these 
means are distributed as follows: 
30 percent for services, 28 percent 
for research, 26 percent for educa­ 
tion, 9 percent for the crusade 
costs, and only 7 percent for ad­ 
ministrative costs. 
Here is a partial list of equip­ 
ment and supplies available at the 
Cancer Center: 
hospital 
beds, 
wheelchair, sanitary 
equipment, 
linens, bedspreads, alcohol, and 
dressings for bed-ridden home pa­ 
tients. Arrangements may be made 
also for aid in paying for costly 
pain-relieving medications. 
Free transportation can be pro­ 
vided to hospitals and doctors' 
offices, literature is available for 
general distribution, speakers will 
be arranged for any gatherings, 
and nine films (a projectionist and 
machine) are on the list to help 
educate the public. Fighting the 
ravages of cancer are your neigh­ 
bors and friends who have con­ 
tributed financially in order that 
these services may be made avail­ 
able.

County • Wide Speech And 
Hearing Help Proposed 
By Lewis Crippen 


A change in the state regulations 
which were applicable at the start 
of the 1954-55 school term, provides 
for county-wide instruction in spec­ 
ial services which would be too 
costly to be feasible on the local 
level. Because of this revision, cer­ 
tain specific problems which have 
been ignored in many of our public 
schools may now be corrected with 
the major share of the expenses 
re-imbursable to the school dis­ 
tricts. 
Recent surveys have indicated, 
for example, that approximately 
five percent of our population have 
speech and hearing inadequacies, 
the majority of which are correct­ 
able. Up until the present law 
definitely defined the 
county s 
position, only the larger populated 
areas were financially able to pro­ 
vide for such therapeutic training 
and resulted in only eighty-two 
classes in the state of Pennsylvan­ 
ia with a total enrollment of 27,100 
students. 
Francis R. Johnson, speech and 
hearing therapist in Warren area 
schools, advises that approximately 
75 percent of his pupils have articu­ 
lation difficulties; 
that is, 
they 
omit, distort or substitute sounds 
to the extent that it prohibits ade­ 
quate communication or becomes 
conspicuous. A total of ten percent 
have hearing problems that quite 
often have related speech troubles 
as verification of the theory that 
an individual must be able to hear 
distinctly in order to develop prop­ 
er speaking. Another ten percent 
have rhythm variations which re­ 
sult in stuttering or stammering. 
The balance need training to con­ 
trol pitch, quality, and intensity of 
their voices. 
Mr. Johnson further stated that 
recent successes have been noted 
in developing more understandable 
speech among those suffering from 
cleft palate. Mechanical devices 
and surgery have been employed 
to overcome the physical discrep­ 
ancy. 
Since the Pennsylvania Depart­ 
ment of Education has found it 
advisable to offer means by which 
each small community may solve 
speech and hearing problems, the 
responsibility for providing ade­ 
quate instruction seems to have 
been transferred to the local citi­ 
zens. In order to be of service to 
school boards and interested citi­ 
zens, we offer the following sug­ 
gestions which 
are permissable 
under existing state regulations. 
The most feasible answer ap­ 
pears to be a certificated speech 
and hearing therapist employed by 
the Warren County school board 
and assigned to all the schools un­ 
der its jurisdiction. Approximately 
75 percent of the estimated costs 
of such instruction would be re­ 
imbursed to local boards by the 
state and the balance would be 


shared on a “per pupil’' basis. Full 
information is 
available at the 
office of John Mallery, 
county 
superintendent, and could be ar­ 
ranged for presentation to the con­ 
vention of county directors early 
next fall. 


Communities, sufficiently arous­ 
ed, might make arrangements to 
provide speech and hearing cor­ 
rections during the students’ free 
time by hiring a part-time thera­ 
pist on a fee basis. Such a pro­ 
gram could provide a worthy pro­ 
ject for enthusiastic service clubs. 
Mr. Johnson remarked that the 
earlier the corrections are started 
the greater the percentage of cures. 
He agreed, however, that many 


adults would find relief if they were 
subjected to the treatments. It 
would be possible for adult classes 
of twenty or more to petition the 
local school districts for out-of­ 
school instructions similar to those 
now offered in drivers’ training. 


Warren county is no different 
from the rest of the United States 
so we must have our five percent 
who suffer because of speech and 
hearing problems. If we do meet 
the national average, nearly 2,200 
Warren County citizens are afflict­ 
ed with speech or hearing inade­ 
quacies and may now receive cor­ 
rections if we take advantage of 
the means that are available.

$70,000 And Costs 
A judgment of $70,000 and costs 
has been asked by the Federa 
Trade Commission in a suit against 
the Century Metalcraft Corpora 
tion. It is claimed the Corporation 
is guilty of fourteen violations ol 
a FTC order in which it was tole 
to cease representing that doctors 
and hospitals have endorsed its 
kitchen utensils. The company al­ 
so has been forbidden to represent 
that food cooked in other makes of 
utensils is dangerous to health, or 
that the use of food cooked in its 
utensils insures improved health, 
and that its utensils were used 
generally by the army during the 
last World War.

Dr. Whipple 
announced that Warren has the 
largest chapter of the organization 
in Pennsylvania and that Mr. Frits 
is a state sponsor. 
Miss Doris 
Smith received permission to at­ 
tend the Future Teachers of Amer­ 
ica’s state convention at Juniata 
college, Huntington, on March 25 
and 26. Miss Jean Spencer will 
meet with the district student 
council in Franklin on April 29. 
Approval was granted for Miss 
Kathryn Martin to teach an eve­ 
ning course in public speaking. A 
fuels class was authorized in eve­ 
ning school as part of the Pennsyl­ 
vania State University’s minerals 
technology extension work. Beaty 
was granted permission to send 
two carloads to Edinboro State 
Teacher’s 
college 
for a 
social 
studies conference. 
Beaty junior high school was 
granted affiliation with the Penn­
